» The most common reason for not having a
genetic test ordered among men was due to Not a Good
testing not being clinically indicated (32.0%) Candidate,
(compared to 23.6% of females). 13.3%

» If males with a strong family history receive a
timely referral to genetic counseling and if a
pathogenic mutation is found before they
develop cancer, appropriate risk management
can begin earlier, thus reducing the burden of Unknown, 21.8%
hereditary cancer.
